Lancaster, and is now sixty-two years of 
age. In early life he followed the humble 
though significant occupation of printer. 
He stuck type for some time on the Lan- 
caster Gazette, with Hugh Maxwell, aud 
the knowledge he received while employ- 
ed at the "art preservative of all arts," ho 
asserts he never will forgot. Indeed, he 
looks back with pride and satisfaction to 
the days he "inked the typo with boxing- 
gloves" and pallod the rounco of the old 
"Ramage." 


His thorough knowledge of railroad 


business, his affable manner, and his uni- 
form courtesy to passengers, has made 
him hosts of ^friends; consequently be is 
familiarly known throughout; the State as 
"Cap," "Cappie," "Pap," or "Conductor 
Hambright." 


In conversation with tho gentleman, a 


few evenings since, he gave us some inter- 
esting reminiscences relative to railroad- 
ing in "ye olden time," and we present 
them to the readers of the Couru.nl as they 
wore told us, knowing that a perusal will 
not fail to interest: 
Mr. Hambright 


commenced his career as conductor by tak- 
ing the first train (horae cars), out ot Lan- 
caster, ia 1833, after which time ho run 
regularly, and has been employed nearly 
till the time since, aa passenger conductor 
on the Pennsylvania Central Railroad, 


then acted as conductor, brakeman and 


greaser; his compensation being eighteen 
dollars per month, which was considered 
good ..wages at that time. His train of 
horse cars would leave Lant a -tor at 5 
o clock p. m., and arrive in Philadel- 
phia at 5 o'clock tbe next morning, mak- 
ing twelve hours for the journey; and the 
iare charged was $3 30. Stoppages were 
frequent, fresh horses being employed 
every fitteen or twenty miles. At times 
they would bo greatly detained by the 
severity of the weather, tho winters in' 
those times being much colder than 
at 
tho 
present day. There 
was 


no fire 
in. the oars, and 
when a 


stop 
was 
made 
to 
change 
horse- 


ea the conductor would make for the near- 
est haystack or barn for the purpose of 
procuring straw or hay to strew over the 
tloors of tbe oars to make his passengers 
more comfortable—himself riding outside, 
tbe cars generally being packed eo full 
that he could scarcely gain admission. 
Down grade the horses were always kept 
at a full run. Horse ilesh was very cheap 
then—sometimes five good animals could 
be purchased for $100. In the year 1835 
a locomotive, built by Norris, was brought 
from Philadelphia to Lancaster, in wag- 
ons; (why it was not brought by rail we 
did not learn;} however, tho wonderful 
machine was put upon tbo track, and 
fired up in the presence of an immense 
assemglage of spectators. It appears the 
enterprise was not very successful, as it 
would run » short distance and then halt; 
and then a number of muscular men 
would lend their assistance by pushing*. 
Every device was resorted to, to make the 
critter go, but to no purpose. Sometime 
after this, three small engines were pur- 
chased in England and sent over, which 
answered all purposes for which they were 
intended, ouo of which is in uee at the 
present time in York, Pennsylvania, saw- 
ing wood. 


The Harrisburg and Portsmouth Rail- 


road, aa it was then called, being laid up- 
on strong pieces of wood, using flat bar 
iron fastened down with spikes, it was 
necessary to carry hammer and spikes on 
the engine. 
Very often spikes would 


come out from the end of the bar, causing 
tbe end of the same to stick up, which 
were termed "snake-heade," and the engi- 
neer would be obliged to stop and spike 
down before,attempting to pass over. 
la- 


formation had to be given the engineer, 
before starting, where stops were to be 
made. 
Our informant 
thought that 


method of stopping the train entirely too 
troublesome aud inconvenient. (Here we 
may state that to Mr. Httmbright belongs 
the credit of inventing the bell and rope 
system, for signaling engineers.) Ho got 
permission from his "boss" to put his idea 
of the thing into practical shape. Pro- 
curing a rope and common door bell, he 
attached the latter near the engineer, (no 
house being over the locomotive at that 
time), then stretched tho rope over the top 
of the cars. Ever after that and up to the 
present time bell-ropes have been in vogue, 
though in a more approved style than the 
one just described. 


Conductors were not required to make1 


reports at the end of each trip, us is now 
practiced; they would hand over tbe gold 
and silver—perhaps two or three hundred 
dollars or more who would enter it m a 
book provided for the purpose, somewhat 
iu this wise: "Conductor Hambright, so 
many dollars," and that was all the for- 
mality about it. Checks for baggage were 
not used, but when tho cars arrived in 
Columbia or Philadelphia, the conductor 
would open the car door ior the delivery 
of baggage, etc., to the passengers who 
crowded around and secured their parcels 
by answering, "Miuo," to the conductor',* 
interrogatory, "Whose trunk i» thief1" 
which was kept up till all disappeared. 
It' a trunk was marked "B" it wan to go 
by boat; if "S," it was to go by stage lino. 
Strange to say, Ihoro was not as much 
baztraga lost then as now. 


Very often the conductors would help 


the proprietors of the lines during harvest, 
and usual at other labor when off duly.

Had he been a 
Piusburghec, we might have explained 
cis action on the supposition that he be- 
longed to the fling, and that bia bequeet 
WIIH simply conscience money. M. Ber- 
nard's transfer of all his estate to tbe so- 
ciety for the prevention of cruelty to ant- 
male is not altogether remarkable, since he 
is said to have had no living friend but 
among the dumb creatures to whom he has 
thus evinced his gratitude. It may have 
been his epcarnpla that influenced Mr. 
Marsh, a w»altlTy bachelor of New Jersey, 
to disappoint a number of affectionate 
cousins by leaving nearly four hundred 
thousand dollars for the uee, benefit and be- 
hoof of his horses for the period of tan 
yeatv. His entire farm of eighty acres is 
dedicated to their support; $1,200 a year 
is set aside for the hire of a competent and- 
kind attendant, who shall devote himself 
exclusively to their wantc, and they are to 
have all the luxuries in the equine menu 
which three hundred dollars apiece will 
provide for them. And the two execu- 
tors aro encouraged to carry ont the pro- 
visions of this curious will by a promise 
of ten thousand dollors each. At the ex- 
piration of the allotted time the farm is to 
be sold, and the outraged cousins will re- 
ceive tardy balm for their disappointment.

Doubtless they will be 
sold with the farm, and become them- 
selves, by a striking reverse of fortune, 
part of tbo compensation to their now en- 
vious rivals, the cousins aforesaid.

In Lon- 
don, daring the last century, one death in 
every fourteen was due to small-pox- Up 
to the present time in this century not 
more than one-fiftieth of the persons who 
have died in London have died of this die- 
ease. Greater differences than even these 
have been observed in some of tbe cities 
and towns of the continent of Europe. 
At Trieste the deaths from small-pox have 
been seventy-five times lesa than before 
vaccination; in Moravia, twenty-onetimes 
leu; in Silcaia, twenty-nine times less; in 
Westphalia, twenty-five times less; and 
in Berlin, nineteen, timea less.

For the Month tndiny March 31, 1871. 


The production of oil in the region 


during the month of March shows an 
average daily decline for the month of 
nearly nine hundred barrels, or 13,031 
barrels per day against 14,391 in the 
month preceding, and a total yield for 
March of 419,408 barrels. With a. few 
exceptions there was a steady decline in 
the production of nearly every traot 
in the region, which though not large in 
any single locality.aggregatod the amount 
mentioned throughout the producing dis- 
triota. The largest increase for the month 
occurred in the vicinity of Pitholo, and at 
this point did not exceed seventy barrels 
per day. lu the vicinity of Rousoville 
several farms show a slight increase, but 
this was counteracted by the falling ofl on 
other tracts, in that vicinity, which was 
greater in the aggregate than the increase 
A largo number of farms show no change 
in tho production, while others vary so 
little as not to require mention.

I am a refiner, and want to buy crude 


and sell refined oil at such prices as to 
give me a living profit. This I must do 
or stop. To know if I can make a living 
profit at refining, I compare the price of 
crude on the Creek, and price of refined 
oil in the market—say Antwerp,—and I 
notice that by no possible economy can 1 
get a living profit as the prices now stand, 
not even get back a dollar for a dollar ex- 
pended. 
Tho price of refined oil at Ant- 


werp must go up, or the price of crude on 
the creek must go down. What are the 


iances of an advance at Antwerp ? Re- 
ned oil could sell in the same quantity 
t fifty cents per gallon, as it does now at 
wenty-five oente. If the demand wna 
reater than tho supply it would sell for 
fifty cents, or more, per gallon ; but it 
ells for twenty-five cents, or less, from 
which I conoludo there lis too much oil, 
nd there ia no chanco for an advance at 
Antwerp. Can crude go down on the 
Ireek without loss to producers f 
All honest disinterested persons admit 


hat crude at four dollars p*r barrel on 
he Creek pays handsomely to the produ- 
,or, and this price induces a continued 
inking of wells, as well as tho greater risk 
if " wild catting " for new territory. Last 
year, " wild catting " produced the Mo- 


!ray farm and " East Hickory," in May, 
followed by a production of over twenty 
thousand barrela of crude in October. 
What is there to prevent the same thing 
jeing repeated this year, on top of a pres- 
ent production of over three thousand bar- 
rels per day more than this time last year, 
and an accumulation of over seven huu- j 
dred thousand barrels in the tanks, with 
a foreign demand but little more than last 
year ?
